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ANECDOTES rerative to FAMILIES. 
[ From a late Britifh publication.} 


CUCH remarkable ill fate has attended fome families, that none of 
the elder branches have efcaped a violent end. The fucceffors of 
Charlemain, in his French dominions, were examples of a melancho- 
ly deftiny. His fon, Louis Le Debonnaire, died tor want ot food, 
in confequence of afuperftitious panic. His fucceffor, Charles the 
Bald, was poifoned by his phyfician, The fon of Charles, Louis the 
Stutterer, tell alfo by poifon. Charles, King of Acquitaine, broth- 
erto Louis, met with his death by the ridiculous circumftance of be- 
ing defperately wounded on the head by a lord, named Albuin, whom 
he was endeavoring, by way of frolic, to terrify, in difguife. Nor lels 
{trange, though rather more picturefque, was the caufe of deftruétion 
to Louis III. fucceffor to Louis the Stutterer. This gallant prince, 
having caft his eyes on a handfome girl, (the daughter of a citizen 
named Germond,) as he was riding through the ftreets ot Tours, pur- 
fued her, inftantly, with infinite agility. The terrified girl took retuge 
in a houfe, and the King, thinking more of her charms than of the fize 
of the gateway, attempting to force his horfe after her, broke his back, 
and died. He was fucceeded by Carloman, who fell by an ill-direét- 
ed fpear, thrown, by his own fervant, at a wild boar, although the dying 
prince had the generofity to charge the beaft with his death, Charles 
the Fat, perifhed, of want, grief and poifon, all together. His fucceffor, 
Charles the Simple, died in prifon of penury and defpair. Louis 
the Stranger, who fucceeded him, was Pruifed to death as he was 
hunting. Lotharius and Louis V. the two laft Kings of the race of 
vharlemain, were both poifoned by their wives, to whofe little in- 
difcretions they had taken too much attention. 

Of the whole line, after a revolution of 230 years, there now re- 
mained only Charles, Duke of Lorrain, and he, after an ineffeétual 
flruggle in defence of his rights, againit the ambitious arid a€tive Hugh 
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Capet, funk beneath the fortune of his antagonift, and ended his life, 
and the family of Charlemain, in a lonely prifon. 

It is an obfervation of the French hiftorians, that the epithets given 
to the princes of Charlen ain’s race, were, almoft all, expreffive of the 
con:emptuous light in which that family was held by the people over 
whom it reigned. 

Almoft as many cities have contended about the birth of Judas 
I{cariot, as for that of Homer; the ifle of Corfu feems to have the 
ftrongeft claim, as within the laft century, a family, there, affirmed 
sheaiielece to be defcended from that renegade apoftle. Pontius 
Pilate, too, has handed down his name and race to almoft our own 
times; fince in the time of Louis XIV, a gentleman whofe connec- 
tions were at Vienne in Dauphine, owned that unfteady magiftrate for 
the ftock whence his family were fprung, and produceda tolerably proba- 
ble pedigree, It wasthis Viennos, of whom it is recorded, that he thus 
addrefled a ftranger who happened to be riding with him near a crufi- 
fix. “That worthy gentleman,” faid he, pointing to our Saviour, 
“‘ was very ill treated by an anceftor of mine, fome years ago.” 

An ingenious French writer oblerves, that thoke who depend on 
the merits of their anceftors, may be faid to fearch inthe root ot the 
tree, for thofe fruits which the branches ought to produce. 

M. pE Marvi tte, in his Melange D’Hiftoire & de Literature, 
remarks, that illuftrious families generally clofe with fome very great 
misfortune. He brings as examples, the Houfe of Valois, which 
ended with Marguerite, a woman ot a moft abandoned charatter, and 
that of Longueville, the laft of which name died totally pennilefs and 
raving mad.

Marguerite de Valois, who although, in general, the moft compaf- 
fionate, and certainly one of the moft accomplifhed of beings, has 
hardly yet met with one apologift. Her charatter as to chaflity mult 
be eee up; fhe herfelf gave it its death’s wound, by. accompanying 
the Dutches de Nevers (at a very early age,) on a fhameful expedition, 
to fetch from the gibbet the heads of two intamous courtiers, their gal- 
ants, Coconnas, and La Motte; thele they embalmed, and preferved 
in their cabinets. But notwithitanding this, and many more unbe- 
coming aétions, her humanity ought to preferve her memory from de- 
teftation. At the horrid maflacre of Paris, her intreaties faved the life 
of her hufband, the great Henry 1V. of Bourbon, and it has been faid 
of her, by difinterefted writers, that fhe endeavoured, during the bloody 
{cenes, which were daily acted before her eyes, to mitigate the horrors 

of the times, by her interceflions, When Henry became King of 
France, confcious of her own mifconduct, and not ignorant that he 
would never have made her his wife, unlefs from a political neceflity, 
the readily agreed to a divorce, that he might efpoufe a properer con- 
fort, and retired contentedly with a [mall penfion, und that but indil- 
ferenily paid.

Mr. Arthur Dillon came to the bar, and made the following addréfs : 

** You have heard this morning by the Minifter of War, the report 
of the horrid event that has taken place at Li/le-—You have fhuddered 
at the fhocking aflaflination of M. Theobald Dillon—I come, his re- 
lation, his brother in arms, and his friend, to demand vengeance and 
juftice, and my HEAD fhall anfwer for the fidelity which he {wore to 
the nation. The Affembly cannot be ignorant, that for a century patt 
the Dillons have adopted France for their country—their fate has been 
to die glorioufly with arms in their hands for France. Will it per- 
mit, that a commander, who marches towards the enemy, under the 
orders of his General, fhall be unworthily, and with impunity matfa- 
cred by affaflins ? I demand that the National Affembly fhall name 
Commiflioners to give an account of the orders given by M. Dillon, 
and of his conduét in the affair. Permit me alfo to fay, that the un- 
happy Tirolians, made prifoners of war, having alfo been affaffinated 
itis only by a great example, that you can avenge a meafure fo con- 
trary to the rights of juftice, humanity and of war.” 

M. Dillon’™petition was referred to the Committee, charged with 
this affair.

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M. DILLON. 

The relations of the unfortunate M. DiLton have publifhed a de- 
tail of the particuiars of his affaffination, at Lifle; given by a perfon who 
was 2n eye witnefs. The following particulars will give our readers 
fome idea of the horrid fcene. 

** I remained in the ftreet to obferve the difpofitions of the people. 
About 4 o’clock I went towards Fiffe gate. In the entrance of the 
ftreet the agitation was great, and the howling moft terrible. At laft I 
heard the cry of “* He’s coming, he’s coming, to the lantern.”’ I afk. 
ed, with a trembling voice, Who ? Dillon, they anfwered, the traitor, 
the ariftocrat ; we are going to tear him to pieces, he and al! that be. 
long tohim. Rochambeau muft alfo perifh, and all the nobility in 
the army. Dillon is coming in a cabriole ; his thigh is already brok. 
en, let us go and finifh him. The cabriole foon appeared ; the Gen- 
eral was in it, without a hat, with a calm and firm look ; he was efcort. 
ed by four horfe guards ; he had hardly paffed threugh the gate, when 
more than 100 bayonets were thruft in the cabriole amidit the moi 
horrible fhouts ! The horfe guards made ule of their fabres, it is true, 
but I do not know whether it was to defend themfelves, or to prote& 
the General. ‘The man who drove the cabriole difappeared, the horfe 
plunged, and no bayonets had as yet been fatal, when a fhot was fired 
into the carriage, and I think this killed M. Dillon, for I never faw 
him move afterwards : he was taken trom the carriage and thrown in- 
to the ftreet, when they trampled upon his body, and ran a thoufand 
bayonets through it. 1 neither heard from him complaints or groans. 

* Between feven and eight o’clock I wentto the market-place, where 
a great fire was lighted, in which his body was thrown. French fold. 
iers danced round the burning body of their General ; this barbarous 
{cene was intermixed with the moft favage howlings. Parties o1 Swils 
were pafling and repafling in good order during this atrocious {cene, 
with the greateft indignation painted in their countenance.” 





Mr. JAy, ima late tour through the upper counties of the State of
